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UFFALA (N. Y.) Sept. 23.—Leon 

Csolgosz was placed on trial this 

morning, charged with the murder of 
President William McKinley. He en- 
tered a plea of “guilty.” which was 
subsequently withdrawn by his coun- 
sel and changed to “not guilty” by 
direction of the court. All the events 
of the day indicated that the trial will 
be short. 

The court convened at 10 o'clock, and 
within two hours eight jurors had been 
secured Technicalities were not raised 
by the examining counsel, but it was 
significant that every man who said 
he had formed an opinion in the care 
was extused by the district attorney. 
Those who acknowledged that they had 
formed no opinion, or stated that they 
were prejudiced, but admitted that 
their opinions could be changed by 
evidence, were accepted by each ride.

MEETINGS PREVENTED BY CHIEF 
OF POLICE. 


Anarchists Watched and Literature 
Seized—Shooting of President Justi- 
fied—Choice Samples of Their Brutal 
Utterances. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Chief of Police MrAuley of 
West Hoboken has iss u d an order that 
a public meeting of the group of an- 
archists that makes headquarters ina 
house in Central avenue shall be pre- 
vented, and it is said warrants are out 
for the arrest of a half-dozen of the 
most prominent members of the group, 
which is known as “Studii Social (So- 
Clal studies.) 


A meeting has been announced for 
tomorrow evening. Box No. 158 in 
West Hoboken postoffice has been hired 
by the group, which receives an- 
archist correspondence and newspa- 
pers there. Quintovalie, an alleged ac- 
complice of Bresci, and who was re- 
garded as the head of the anarchists 
in that town, had the same postoffice 
box before he went to Italy. The po- 
lice are watching the box, and a quan- 
tity of mail has been seized and will 
be held for the Federal authorities. 

Among the papers found was L’Au- 
rora, published in Spring Valley, In., 
by John Cianciabelli. When the news 
of the assassination of King Humbert 
reached this country, Cianclabelli dis- 
appeared from his haunts and went to 
Pennsylvania. From there he went to 
California and afterward to Spring 
Valley, III., where he still is. He pub- 
lished L’Aurora wherever he went. 

L’Aurora is extensively read among 
anarchists in West Hoboken. Its issue 
14 contains an entire 

page article justifying the shoot- 
ing of President McKinley, glorying in 
the crime and in the declaration made 
by Cszolgosz that he is an anarchist. 
The article also sends him salutations. 
It is couched in the most biood- 
thirsty language, and jeers in brutal 
terms at the suffering and 
of Mrs. McKinley. The article 
headed, The Accident to Mr. William 
McKinley.” The following extracis 
are samples of its tone: 

“It is not the fault of the bullets 
fired at him if they did not kili him 
instantly. At that moment Mr. Me- 
Kinley was in the zenith of his gigry 
in using the full exercise of his use. 
lees functions in the midat of a crowd 
of stupid people, who applauded him, 
just as if he were God. News of the 
Shooting, to tell the truth, dad not 
surprise us. Such things happen every 
day, owing to the existing brutal con- 
dition of affairs. 

“We anarchists believe that whoever 
is at the top of the social scale, and 
oppresses by the political and social 
economy, and for which the working- 
man suffers horribly, is naturally most 
expored to acts of rebellion by the op- 

and sufferers of thought, as 
well as by the suffering from an empty 
stomach. 

“We are glad that Czolgosz has de- 
clared himself an anarchist, and we 
send him our solicitations.” 

An Italian paper published in this 
city is also read by the West Hoboken 
“Reds.” Its issue of last Saturday 
also has an entire first-page article 
on President McKinley's murder, 
which it justifies. It says among 
other things: “We do not cry and 
could not ery over the death of Pres- 
ident McKinley. He was the highest 
representative of the money power in 
America, to promote the interests of 
which was ols greatest care.” 

lt also calls him “The tool of the 
trusts,” and proceeds by innuendo to 
justify and express satisfaction at his 
Assassination. 

Chief McAuley has a mass of other 
papers which is keeping secret just 
now, but startiing developments 
are expected soon. He said that no 
anarchists would be .tolerated, and 
with the backing of the public prose- 
cutor intends to clean out that sec- 
tion of North Hudson. .

Many Complete Skeletons of Prehis- 
toric Monster- Found in the Swamps 
of That State. ~ 


[Newark News:] The attention of 
ecientists interested in discovering the 
original camping grounds of the mas- 
tedon and other extinct animals is be- 
ing drawn in a practical manner to 
Michigan. The lower insula of that 
State seems to have a favorite 
place of resort for these prehistoric 
quadrupeds, on account of its many 
swamps or Wales, as the small 
marshes in that section are called. 
Through the interior of the State, em- 
bracing Lenawee, Hillsdale, Branch, 
Jackson and two or three contiguous 
counties, many evidences of these 
monsters are being discovered. A chair’ 
of what, in ages past, must have been 
emall lakes of fresh water, runs 
through these counties. Ranging in 
depth of from five to fifteen feet in the 
black muck of these spots, are found | 
bones of all sizes, ranging from those | 
of the lords of the land, thirty to forty 
feet in length, Gown to those of the 
baby mastodon, ten or twelve feet 
from tip to tip. 

ONE SKELETON NEARLY COM- 
PLETE. 


Charies Patrick, postmaster at Staf- 
ford, Hilledale county, has a skeleton 
nearly complete of a mastodon calf, 
hardly eight feet in length. which was 
found in a huckieberry swamp, near 
the surface. Levi Wood, in Wheat- 
land township, in the same county, 
while draining a “swale” on a farm 
near Church, struck the vertebrae of a 
mastodon. On digging straight down 
to the depth of about ten feet, he came 
to the end of the tusks, the head being 
lower than the rest of the body. 
bones extended nearly fifteen feet, from 
northeast to southwest. The full skel- 
eton was recovered, with the excep- 
tion of a few smaller bones. 

On the farm of William Land, in 
Jackson county. about thirty miles 
from Mr. Wood's place, Wil'lam Wat- 
tles has discovered what appears to be 
the skeletons of two or three of the 
monsters in one place, looking as if a 
battle tö the death had taken place 
there in the ages past. One tusk was 
nine feet long and nine jnches through. 
Other smaller specimens have been 
found at other points. 

On the farm in Wheatland. formerly 
controlled by H. 8. Barnes of Rahway, 
excavations are proposed being made, 
with prospects of rich discovertes al 
this line. Several specimens fou 
there are now in the Smithsonian, at 
Washington.

Life in the Sea. 

Life on the bottom exists in its 
greatest beauty and profusion in water 
that is free from sediment and shifting 
sands. On our Atlantic seaboard the 
conditions are not very favorable. and 
though annelids mollusks and crusta- 
ceans abound, the more beautiful forms 
are scarce. The delicate sea-pen lives 
on the mud banks, and forms of great 
symmetry are found; but this is noth- 


ing compared with the wealth of a coral 
lagoon. The vertical roys of, the sun 
reflected from the bottom make the 
water as transparent as air; and as the 
boat floats slowly across, one can gaze 
through the glass in the bottom of the 
boat on a scene of indescribable beauty 
Great branching masses of coral 
varying hue look like shrubs or even 
trees. Wonderful anthozoa, or flower 
animals, and the zoophytes, strange 
animal plants, are distributed freely 
over the bottom. In other places. great 
lichen-covered rocks seem to be span- 
gled with red, star-shaped flowers; and, 
through and about it all the parrot fish 
flit, nibbling and browsing on the buds. 
No garden can equal these oceanic 
paradises in richness or variety of color; 
yet they are filled with animals almost 
to the exclusion of plant life. The 
lichen is a hydroid coral, the starlike 
flowers are but the vermillion ende of 
boring annelids, and te parrot fish do 
not nibble the stony coral, but Sek 
gorgonias, maderpores or small crust-- 
ceans.

SOLDIERS JOIN PRISONERS IN A 
BREAK FOR LIBERTY.

Loyal Soldier Killed in Fight With the 


Desperadoes—Rurales in Pursuit of 
Fugitives, Who Are Headed for Amer- 


ican Boundary. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 23.—[From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.} Par- 
ticulars of the recent shooting scrape 
at Ensenada have reached this city. It 
seems that on the morning of the 18th 
at 6:30 o'clock, the prisoners of the 
Ensenada jail were working under 
guard in the brick yard on Sixth street, 
when five of the prisoners and four of 
the soldiers guarding them, made a 
break for liberty. The other soldiers 
followed in hot pursuit. and in the en- 
suing fight, Jacinto Manriquez, a loyal 
soldier, was shot twice in the neck and 
shoulder. He died within a few hours. 
The prisoners escaped. The man who 
killed Manriquez is a dangerous char- 
acter known as José Diablito (Joe, the 
devil.)

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COLORED MASS MEETING TAKES 
DECISIVE ACTION,

T. M. McClellan Exiled From the So- 
ciety of His Fellows and Repudiated 
in Public for False Statements—An 

Editor Is Also Reprimanded.

rubber” at the Turkish baths on 
Broadway, near Second, does not like 
W. H. Shores, a janitor in the Secur- 
ity Savings Bank, the whole colored 
population of Los Angeles has been 
turned upside down for a whole week, 
or a good part of it has. at least. 

As a result of the ruction, about 
fifty of the leading colored people of 
the city held an indignation meeting 
last night in the Stevens African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. Rev. D. R. 
Jones presided. 

This meeting was called to act on a 
matter growing out of the recent me- 
morial exercises of the colored folks 
held in Elks’ Hall on the day of the 
martyred President's funeral. Exer- 
cises were to have been held in the 
Stevens Church, but a larger place was 
necessary and Elks’ Hall was decided 
on. This would cost money, and a 
committee, consisting of W. H. Shores, 
C. Hint and R. H. Pierce, was ap- 
pointed to collect the necessary expense 
money from the colored citizens. This 
committee did collect $16.25, of which 
$10 was paid for hall rent and $6.40 for 
programmes and other minor expenses, 
the additional 15 cents being paid by 
one of the committee. 

As soon as McClellan heard the com- 
mittee was soliciting money for memo- 
rial meeting expenses, he published a 
card in an evening sheet warning the 
people to look out for the committee, 
as ite members were trying to fleece 
the public and make money for them- 
selves out of the President's death. The 
committee demanded satisfaction, and 
the meeting last night was to comb 
down McClellan and he got more than 
he paid for. 

There were many speeches made, de. 
elaring McClellan should be disciplined, 
and in one of them Capt. G. W. Haw- 
kins submitted a letter from Meciel- 
lan, in which he said he did not refer 
to the whole colored race, but only to 
two of the committee. Those at the 
meeting last night would not stand 
for this, however, and adopted the com- 
mittee and appointed Rev. 8. 
W. Hawk J. J. Neimore and James 
Alexander to draft resolutions to fit 
McClellan. 

The committee finally reported reso- 
lutions. which stated that McClellan 
had published libelous, slanderous and 
untrue statements, and that he should 
be censured for slandering the race. It 
was recommended that he be exiled 
from all social meetings as a 
ous member of the race, and that all 
societies to which he may belone should 
strike his name from the rolls. The 
report indorsed the committee's action.
